Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  social  conditions  of  your  area  for  the  year  ended  51st  December,  1958. 

The  new  lay-out  of  the  report  which  was  started  last  year  has  been  continued  this 
year. 


The  Report  on  the  lahole  is  satisfactory,  although  there  is  a marked 
increase  in  the  infant  mortality  figures.  I have  explained  in  the  relevant 
sections  that  I consider  this  to  be  largely  a balancing  factor  with  the  marked 
decrease  in  the  stillbirth  figures.  The  progress  in  immunisation  and 
vaccination  statistics  continued  with  a large  proportion  of  this  department’s 
time  being  spent  on  Poliom.yelitis  Vaccination.  The  number  of  children 
vaccinated  against  this  disease,  increased  some  twelve  times  during  the  year. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  many  kindnesses  they  have  shown,  the 
public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  and  co-operation  and  the  staff  of  the 
divisional  health  office  for  their  loyal  support,

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  a decrease  of  9 on  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  total  births,  89  vjero  institutional,  representing  54?/  of  the  total 
births,  compared  xi/ith  51^0  in  1957 ^ The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a 
comparability  factor  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  in  the  district  of 
childbearing  ago  with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude  birth 
rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  xvhich  is 
comparable  with  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the  b;:rth  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was 
17,7  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  -with  18,-8  per  1,000  estimated 
population  in  1957  and  with  16,4  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and 
Wales , 
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Stillbirths 


1 stillbirth  was  notified  last  year  as  compared  with  7 in  1957,  The 
stillbirth  rate  vjas  6.1  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  as  compared  with 
58.9  per  1,000  total  births  in  1957  and  xvith  21,6  per  1,000  total  births  for 
England  and  Wales, 


Deaths 


The  adjusted  death  rate  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by  the 
comparability  factor,  vjas  13,9  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  vjith 
13.7  per  1,000  estimated  population  in  1957  and  vjith  11.7  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  90  deaths  among  the  inhabitants 
of  your  district  during  the  year  as  against  88  deaths  in  the  previous  yean. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  nuraerical  importance  vjere:  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and  respiratory  diseases.  Statistics  relating  to 
death  rates  and  the  causes  and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the 
end  of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 


Infant  mortality 

There  vjere  9 infant  deaths  in  your  district  last  year,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  54,9  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  23.9  per  1,000 
live  births  for  the  previous  year  and  with  22.5  per  1,000  live  births  for 
England  and  VJales,  On  superficial  inspection  this  appears  to  be  a very  large 
figure,  but  this  must  be  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  marked  fall  in  the 
number  of  stillbirths  (6  loss  than  in  the  prex^ious  year), 

4 of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity.  In  some  cases  the 
prematurity  being  so  marked  that  it  bordered  very  closely  on  the  generally 
accepted  date  of  viability.  In  sim.ple  terms,  during  1958,  many  of  the  babies 
who  might  well  have  been  stillbirths  just  survived  for  a few  hours  and, 
therefore,  came  vdthin  the  category  of  infant  deaths. 


Peri-natal  Mortality,- 

The  peri-natal  mortality  figure  showed  a substantial  drop  in  1958,  The 
peri-natal  mortality  ratio  is  the  number  of  stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  death 
occurring  in  the  first  week  of  life  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The 
figures  for  1958  xjere  48,5,  as  compared  with  66.6  in  the  previous  year.

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 


No  cases  of  Diphtheria  vjere  notified  during  the  year.  There  vjas  a slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease.  The  figures 
show  that  of  all  the  children  in  the  age  group  0-15  years,  80.&/.'  were 
immunised.  When  these  figures  are  broken  down  it  shovjs  48, children  in  the 
age  group  0-4  years  and  96.0^z  in  the  age  group  5-14  years  protected, 

10  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with  1 
case  in  the  previous  year.  2 of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  which  is  well-laiown  as  a dangerous  age  group  for  this  desease. 
During  the  year  91  children  wore  immunised  against  the  disease  which 
represents  77<)b  of  the  under  one  population. 


Poliomyelitis 


No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Vaccination  against 
the  disease  continued  and  during  the  year  1,521  children  under  the  age  of 
15  years  were  vaccinated  with  tv^o  doses,  66  in  the  yourg  adult  group  and  148 
expectant  mothers.  The  total  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against  the 
disease  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  Cudvjorth  was  1,652,  and  the 
waiting  list  stood  at  only  38, 


Tuberculosis 


5 cases  of  Pulraonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  Non -Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  1958,  the  saiue  as  for  1957. 

The  co-operation  which  has  always  existed  between  this  department  and  the 
Chest  Clinic  happily  continued  through  the  year.  The  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitors  attached  to  the  Chest  Physician  helped  to  maintain  an  even  bettor 
liaison  between  the  two  departments,  and  I feel  this  is  one  facet  of  our  work 
in  which  excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  hospital  and  local  authority 
services.

The  case  involving  legal  proceedings  was  a continuation  of  the  hearing 
The  Council  v.  Higgs  and  although  the  case  originated  vidth  the  public  health 
inspector  and  presented  seme  difficulty  in  relation  to  the  statutory  duties  of 
that  officer,  it  was  talcen  under  the  provision  of  the  Town  and  Go-untry  planning 
Acts.  The  offence  in  the  first  place  had  been  the  conversion  of  land  from 
agricultural  service  to  land  used  for  the  destruction  and  reduction  of  heav^^ 
duty  passenger  service  vehicles  by  burning.  For  a continuing  offence  during 
1958,  the  defendant  suffered  a daily  penalty  of  2/-  for  172  days  (sane  £17?  plus 
£7  costs).

The  number  of  houses  (expressed  as  a per  centage)  enjoying  the  use  of  the  public 
sewerage  system  is 

The  nmber  of  houses  having  sa-’-isfactcry  private  drainage  is  very  nearly  lOC^. 

One  farm  house  (bath  and  sink)  discharges  to  a nearby  stream;  two  more 
cottages  in  confirmed  clearance  areas  (sinks  only)  discharge  to  a nearby 
dyke,  and  only  one  of  the  houses  is  occupied  at  the  time  of  preparing  this 
report.  This  letter  case  could  have  been  abandoned  if  the  Council  had 
re-housed  the  tenant  in  one  of  the  casual  vacations  in  it’s  housing  estates. 
During  the  year  the  Council  ■~'ore  requested  to  consider  the  feasibility  of 

introducing  a cesspool  emptying  service  by  power  operated  mechanism  and 
vehicle.  At  the  end  of  1958  preliminary  enquiries  were  being  made  by  the 
Surveyor’s  department  on  prices  and  arrangements  for  a suitable  dual  purpose 
vehicle.  It  is  hoped  that  the  year  1959  vd.ll  see  the  introduction  of  a 
regular  enptying  service  for  the  benefit  of  those  ratepayers  who  live  on  the 
Council’s  extreme  boundaries  where  there  is  no  public  sewer  available,  that 
is  in  Ueetshaw  Lane,  in  Roys ton  Lane  and  in  the  Storrs  Mill  areas. 
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SANITARY  ACCOmODATION 


99,5^  of  the  premises  within  the  Council’s  district  are  provided  xvith  water 

closets  on  the  clean  water  carriage  system.  So  far  as  can  be  ascertained 
approximately  81  dwellinghouses  have  joint-user  accommodation,  but  none 
are  of  a greater  proportion  thrui  two  dwellings  to  one  w,c.  The  Council 
would  like  to  see  the  principle  of  one  v;,c,  per  family  adopted  and  had 
great  hopes  that  landlords  and  owner-occupiers  xvould  take  advantage  of  the' 
Housing  (Improvements)  Act  1949  for  securing  full  improvonents , (hot  water, 
bath,  separate  w.c,  etc).  The  response  so  far  has  been  poor  in  spite  of 
the  power  given  to  the  Council  to  make  50^  grants  to  schemes  receiving  its 
prior  approval. 

There  are  7 houses  in  Belle  G-reen  Lone,  6 houses  in  Weetshaw  Lane,  6 houses  in 
the  Storrs  Mill  area  and  Storrs  Mill  farm,  and  Ring  Farm  in  Lower  Cudworth 
where  there  are  pail  closets  or  chemical  closets.  Wo,  1 Barnsley  Road  is 
also  likewise  served,  but  being  in  a confirmed  clearance  area  the  extent  of 
its  life  is  novj  short. 

The  Council  are  mindful  of  the  foregoing  circumstances  and  have  an  acute  desire 
to  secure  their  abolition  and  conversion  to  a clean  vjater  ceuriage  system, 
but  there  is  no  public  sewer  available  in  any  of  the  areas  quoted,  nor 
could  a public  sewer  be  provided  at  a reasonable  cost  in  vievj  of  the  extent 
of  the  lengths  cf  sewer  that  vrould  be  required.  If  the  Council  decided  that 
a small  sexvage  disposal  plants  should  be  provided,  they  would  be 'costly 
items  of  expenditure,  and  at  least  four  plants  x7ould  be  required, 

HJBLIC  CLEANSING 


With  the  exception  of  regular  cesspool  emptying,  the  Council  removes  the  whole 
of  the  house  refuse  produced  in  its  areo.;  a service  operated  by  the 
Surveyor’s  department.  Each  dust  bin  is  emptied  twice  in  each  8 day  period, 
Dry  ash-pits  and  pail  closets  etc,  are  emptied  once  x'jeekly. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  a refuse  disposal  site  xvithin  the  Coxincil’s 

district.  There  are  two  employees  fully  engaged  at  the  tip  in  levelling  the 
material  brought  for  disposal, 

WATER  SUHPLY 


The  Council  continues  to  acquire  its  xvater  supplies  from  the  Council  of  the 

County  Borough  of  Barnsley;  it  is  distributed  by  the  Cudxvorth  Urban  District 
Council  and  every  house  xvithin  its  area  has  a supply  piped  into  the  house. 
There  are  approximately  2780  dxvellings  in  the  area,  A serious  bxxrst  in  the 
Coxincil’s  xvater  mains,  depending  upon  the  situation,  on  occasions  deprives 
a supply  floxving  into  the  storage  tank  in  Albert  street  which  serves  the 
higher  portions  of  the  district.  Every  effort  is  made  to  secure  a r 
re-instatement  of  supply  as  early  as  is  possible. 

No  complaints  were  received  by  the  public  health  inspector  during  the  year  which 
might  affect  the  qua.lity  of  the  water  supplied.  The  Coxinty  Medical  Officer 
asked  for  four  samples  during  the  year  in  order  to  ascertain  acidity  or 
alkalinity  and  the  possibility  of  any  metal  dissolving  effect  that  the  water 
might  have  upon  distribution  pipes.  Each  sample  was  determined  to  be  neutral, 
with  little  or  no  metal  dissolving  properties. 
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MIJC  SUEFLIES 


Cudfforth  being  vdthin  a "specified  area"  does  not  noT,^  sxxffer  the  delivery  of 
milk  to  the  consmer  in  the  hand-type  can.  Vessels  used  for  delivering 
milk  to  the  consumer  must  he  adequately  covered  at  the  mouth  by  a metal 
cap  ^dlich  must  overlap  the  lip  of  the  container,  in  this  district,  the 
glass  amilk  bottle. 

To-day  -che  majority  of  ready-to-consume-vdthou-c-fixrther-preparation  xype  of 
foods  is  available  in  pre-packed  portions  in  destroyable  paper  or 
cellophane  containers,  but  milk  to  the  householder  still  comes  in  the 
glass  bottle,  returnable  in  v/hatever  condition  the  user  may  desire, 
subject  to  ndsuse  by  overspirited  younger  members  of  the  community  who 
appear  to  derive  some  satisfaction  by  breaking  the  bottles  as  a mere 
joke  and  kicking,  depositing  or  throv/ing  the  containers  on  to  the  public 
highway.  Orange  jidce  bottles  have  been  misused  in  like  manner,  usually 
supplied  by  the  milk  ]purveyor. 

The  satisfactory  milk  container  is  of  v/axed  paper  vdth  the  serrated  metal  grip 
to  close  the  bottle  securely, 

FOOD  PREvOISES  (INCLIIDING  ICE  CREiAI  STORAGE) 

There  are  three  catering  establishments  in  the  Council's  district,  eight 

bakehouses  and  a^Dproximately  70  other  food  retailing  premises.  There 
are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  and  29  shopkeepers  are  registered  for  the 
sale  of  the  commodity,  principally  pre-packed  and  stored  in  conservators. 

Nine  shops  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  potted  or  preserved  foods  and 
sausages,  and  for  the  making  of  such  commodities. 

IvIEAT  INSFBOTION  IMP  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  ere  two  annually  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council's 
dis'crict.  Regular  slaughtering  days  are  on  Saturdays  (afternnon  and 
everdng)  and  on  Sundays.  From  March  to  October  Saturday  evening 
slaughterings  are  examined  on  Sunday  mornings  and  Sunday  slaughterings 
are  examined  on  Monday  mornings.  During  the  colder  months  of  the  year 
Saturdaj'-  evening  slaughterings  are  left  in  the  cooling  room  until  Monday 
morning.  In  the  interests  of  public  health  during  the  summer  months 
Sunday  morning  released  carcases  after  examination  are  quartered  and 
removed  to  ample  cooling  accommodation  provided  by  the  bunch er  concerned, 

335  beef  animals  and  organs  were  examined  during  the  year  and  some  part  of  20 
of  the  carcases  vrere  found  to  be  affected  v/ith  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis,  28  carcases  Mere  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

No  records  are  kept  of  sheep  killings.  Apioroximately  600  sheep  are 
slaughtered  annually  and  one  v/hole  carcase  of  mutton  and  its  organs  was 
condemned  on  account  of  suspected  jaundice.  There  are  no  pig  slaughterings 
at  either  of  the  two  private  slaughterhouses. 

ill  condonned  material  is  gathered  up  by  uwo  licensed  premises  at  Doncaster  and 
at  Darnsley  for  sterilisation  and  conversion  to  manures  and  fertilisers. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1958 


Pressed  dioring  the  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  by  Circular  5/59  in  the 
very  early  vreeks  of  1959  to  formulate  a 5 year  plan  of  action  toward 
declaring  smoke  control  areas,  the  Council  in  reply  claimed  a difficulty 
in  relation  to  domestic  smoke  throughout  its  area,  a submission 
acknov/ledged  by  the  Ministry  to  be  worthy  of  temporary  recognition. 

M0VE/J3LE  DNELLINGg 

There  are  three  sites  licensed  for  the  purpose  of  stationing  moveable 

dwellings,  but  have  been  granted  only  for  periods  not  exceeding  6 months. 
On  t'wo  of  the  sites  employees  on  nearby  open-cast  coal  sites  have 
stationed  their  living  quarters,  ¥/hilst  the  third  is  used  by  a resident 
in  need  of  permanent  housing  accommodation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  all 
the  sites’  owners  has  made  application  for  licence  renewals. 

S^MLENO  LATHS  AND  BATHING  FOOLS 

The  Oouncil  maintains  an  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the  Miners  l^elfare  Park  and 
during  the  season  by  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding  Couinty  Oouncil 
Education  Authority  schoolchildren  from  out-districts  receive  svdraming 
instruction  at  the  pool.  During  the  summer  months  it  enjoys  apopularity 
with  youth  that  suggests  it  is  a useful  source  both  for  entertainment 
purposes  and  physical  fitness.  The  pool  water  is  maintained  to  drinking 
standard  fitness  by  oxygenation  by  cascade,  by  continuous  filtration  and 
chlorination  and  by  heating  directly  -chrough  a low-pressure  hot  water 
boiler,  coke  fired.  The  motive  power  used  is  electricity, 

PREVENTION  CP  DA]\tAGE  DY  PESTS  ACT 

During  the  year  25  complaints  w/ere  dealt  with  relating  to  rodent  infestations, 
all  of  'chem  rats.  Mice  infestations  are  usually  left  mth  the  occopiers 
to  deal  with  and  no  records  are  kept  of  the  free  issue  of  poison  baits 
for  mice.  Of  the  25  comiolaints  relating  xo  rats,  a free  disinfestation 
service  v/as  provided  by  the  rodent  operator,  Mr,  Makings  in  5 of  the  cases, 
the  remaining  20  cases  being  dealt  with  by  xhe  occupiers  themselves.  To 
these  occupiers  a free  poison  bait  supply  vras  provided.  The  public  are 
realising  that  the  treatment  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriciolture 
i,e.  by  warf arin-sasuage  rusk  or  w/arf arin-oatmeal  or  warfarin-rice  flour 
is  serving  a useful  purpose.  Used  inteligently  the  poison  baits  are  a 
sure  remedy  against  rats  and  mice. 

HOUSING  MTTERS 


The  number  of  houses  demolished  during  1958  xvas  3 (two  in  clearance  areas  and 
one  voluntary  denolition  by  the  owner) 

There  wore  no  displacement  of  families  or  persons  from  olearanoO-.  areas  during  the 
year. 

The  number  wf  houses  made  fit  as  a result  of  action  by  the  Council  both  informally 
and  by  provided  statute  was  68,  all  of  them  under  the  ownership  of  landlords. 

So  far  as  can  be  reasonably  ascertained,  there  is  little  or  no  overcrovjding.  The 
principal  cases  which  have  come  to  light  were  those  where  children  of  both 
sexes  10  years  of  age  and  over  v;ere  sleeping  in  the  same  room.  Having  been 
notified  by  the  parents,  the  Council  provided  suitable  and  proper  accommodatir 
at  the  earliest  opportunity.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT. 


Vital  Statistics 

I have  compiled  a comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  for  each 
of  the  Ccainty  districts  comprising  Division  No,  25,  which  I feel  may  be  of 
interest  to  ®ach  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation 
to  the  local  figures  generally. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  in  1958 
was  1,329.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crudo  birth  rate  of  17,4  per  1,000.  There 
were  29  stillbirths  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  21.4. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area,  after  the  addition  and 
'deduction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  763,  giving  a crude  death  rate 
for  the  division  of  10. 0.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than 
any  of  the  other  figures  given  for  individual  districts,  but  the  other  figures  . ' 
show  adjusted  rates,  Unf ortujiatoly , no  adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the 
division. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  36  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the  year,  of  xvhich  24 

occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  for 

the  division  of  27,1, 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Statistics 

I give  a table  showing  the  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation 
during  1953.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  my  predictions  ivith 
regard  to  increased  popularity  have  proved  to  be  true.  In  six  out  of  the  seven 
districts  theos  has  been  an  increase  in  both  the  number  and  percentage  of 
children  vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  and  in  all  districts  there  has  been  a 
sharp  increase  in  the  imriiuni  sat  ions  against  I'i/hooping  Cough. 

I do  not  suggest  that  there  is  any  room  for  complacency  with  regard  to 
Smallpox  vaccination,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  think  that  these  figures  are 
increasing  at  a time  when  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  very  much  to  the  fore, 

I have  included  a separate  table  on  the  total  position  with  regard  to 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination,  as  so  much  of  the  vjork  and  time  of  the  Department 
has  been  concentrated  on  this  subject  during  the  year. 

Llidwifery  and  Maternity  Services 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  704.  This 
compares  with  618  hospital  oonf inenehts , The  year  1958  showed  a marked  trend 
to  domiciliary  confinements,  which  coincided  with  a decline  in  the  midwifery 
staff  available.  This  vjas  fore-shadowed  in  last  yearns  report,  and  conditions 
in  this  service  have  been  very  difficult.  It  is  not  a matter  of  too  many  cases 
for  the  available  midvjives,  but  rather  the  difficulty  of  ensuring  that  our 
midwifery  staff  have  adequate  off-duty  time  and  of  providing  the  necessajcy 
cover  during  such  periods.  The  number  of  new  cases  attending  ante-natal  clinics 
in  the  division  was  636  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  3,896,  This 
is  very  little  different  from  the  relative  figures  for  1957,

Ante-Natal  Clinics 


TJae.-ante-natal  clinio  vjas  held  at  St.  George's  Hall,  Cud-worth.  Daring 
the  year  this  showed  a slight  decrease  in  attendances  -when  285  vjomen  made 
1,511  attendances  compared  with  540  women  who  made  1,574  attendances  in  1957, 
There  was  again  a welcome  increase  in  the  number  of  post-natal  exar/iinations 
which  was  lol  as  compared  with  75  in  the  previous  year. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics 


JJost  of  the  irH“ant  welfare  clinics  in  the  division  continued  to  thrive, 
and  1,547  new  cases  attended  under  the  age  of  1 year.  The  total  nuraber  of  children 
attending  local  health  authority  clinics  was  2,578.  These  figures  are  a Imost 
identical  with  those  for  1957. 

Your  local  clinic  at  the  St.  George's  Hall,  Cudworth,  continued  to  thrive, 
5,545  attendances  were  made  by  children  under  one  year  of  age  and  2,257  by 
children  over  the  age  of  one  year,  compared  with  5,928  and  1,980  respectively 
in  1957. 


School  Health  Service 


The  routine  vjorlc  of  the  school  m-edical  inspections  showed  a substantial 
increase  over  1957-.-  During  1958,  Dr.  Jackson  was  attending  part-time  at 
Leeds  University  and  I was  allowed  to  engage  Dr,  Hathers  on  a part-time  basis 
to  compensate  for  Dr,  Jackson’s  absence  at  Leeds,  This  was  a very  welcome 
addition  to  the  staff,  but  so  much  medical  and  clerical  time  had  to  be  spent, 
on  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  that  the  routine  medical  inspection  is  still  not 
as  up-to-date  as  I would  wish  it  to  bo.  The  table  shows  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  school  health  service  during  the  year. 

Specialist  clinics  continued  to  be  held  during  the  year.  Some  in  this 
office  and  some  in  hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the  local  Hospital  Boards, 

Speech  Therapy  continued  and  there  is  still  much  more  work  to  be  done 
in  this  sphere.

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Health  Visitinr: 


There  was  sane  inprovement  in  the  staffing  position  of  this  service 
canpared  vdth  1957,  "bu-t  nevertheless  ?/e  are  still  not  up  to  establishment. 
There  was  a sharp  fall  in  the  nimber  of  visits  paid  to  infants  under  one 
year;  8,197  visits  being  made.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  health 
visitors  increased  diuring  the  year  and  32,549  visits  were  made  of  v/hich 
22,683  were  made  to  pre-scho<?l  children. 

As  in  other  spheres,  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  took  up  a great  deal 
of  the  health  visitors^  time  during  1958,  and  I feel  that  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  we  must  consider  if  such  routine  work  could  not  be  done  by 
sane  lesser  qualified  person.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  the  health 
visitor  is  a qualified  nurse,  a qualified  midvafe  v/ith  a further  post-graduate 
certificate  in  health  visiting. 


Hone  Nursing 

The  Hone  Nurses  in  the  division  made  55,223  visits  last  year.  45,770 
of  these  being  to  medical  cases;  8,562  were  to  sixrgical  cases  and  746  visits 
w'ere  made  to  tuberculosis  patients.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  during 
the  year  shewed  a slight  decrease,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  fcr  the 
purpose  of  injections  T/as  23,334.  I feel  that  with  the  present  establishment 
of  Hone  Nurses  a peak  has  been  reached  in  the  number  of  visits  made.  There 
is  obviously  a limit  to  the  amount  of  work  which  can  be  done  by  a given 
nmber  of  nurses.  The  number  of  visits  made  to  old  people  over  the  age  of 
65  again  accounted  for  nearly  64^  of  the  total  visits.  862  visits  viere  made 
to  children  under  five  years  of  age.  The  heme  nursing  service,  in  conjunction 
■^Tiuh  the  general  practitioners  of  your  area,  is  undoubtedly  making  a large 
contribution  towards  treating  many  patients  in  their  own  homes.  But  for  this, 
I am  afraid,  the  problem  of  chronic  sick  accommodation  might  be  even  worse 
that  it  is  today. 

Heme  Help  Service 

The  name  Help  Service  continued  to  provide  a service  mainly  for  old 
people,  8^  of  the  help  being  provided  to  people  of  65  and  over.  The  total 
number  of  hone  help  cases  was  589,  all  these  cases  received  a total  of  98,880 
hours.  This  represents  an  average  of  only  3.2  hours  per  case.  You  will 
appreciate  that  all  these  cases  vrere  not  operating  at  the  same  time  and 
during  the  last  half  of  the  year  the  average  nimiber  ’was  438  cases  for  any  one 
week,  an  increase  of  32  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  hours 
expended  rose  about  ICfc  in  1958,

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It  uill  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  19  mentally  handicapped 
persons  were  removed  from  The  Statutory  Supervision  and  Voluntary  Supervision 
Registers  dLiring  the  year.  This  was  a direct  result  from  re-assessment  of 
mentally  handicapped  who  had  worked  regularly  after  leaving  school  and  who  it 
was  felt  were  able  to  cope  vjith  every  day  happenings.  The  parents  of  the 
mentally  handicapped  concerned  were  appreciative  of  the  fact  that  supervision 
was  no  longer  necessary  particularly  as  they  are  avjare  of  the  fact  that  if 
help  should  be  needed  in  future  application  has  only  to  be  made  to  the 
Mental  Health  Service,  It  is  felt  that  the  boys  and  girls  vjho  are  ascertained 
on  leaving  school  as  f eeble-mindod.  should  on  proving  their  ability  to  fit  in 
with  a normal  community  pattern  bo  given  the  chance  of  re-assessment  either 
at  IS  years  or  21  years  of  age,  and  I hope  that  in  future  years  it  will  be 
possible  to  re-assess  further  mentally  handicapped  with  this  view  in  mind. 

Many  parents  although  appreciating  the  fact  that  continued  interest  is  being 
shown  in  their  children  after  leaving  school,  however  I do  feel  the  stigma  of 
having  their  children  assessed  as  mentally  deficient,  and  if  they  are  aware  of 
the  fact  that  re-assessment  can  take  place  in  future  years,  I feel  that  they  will 
accept  the  ascertainraent  x-^ith  much  happier  feeling.

All  the  children,  with  the  exception  of  one,  under  the  age  of  16  years  vjho 
are  able  to  benefit  from  training  at  Occupation  Centres  are  in  regular  attendance 
either  at  the  Barnsley,  Hamsi^Jorth  or  Wombwell  Occupation  Centres,  A special  bus 
is  run  to  bring  the  children  into  the  hrombwell  Occupation  Centre,  and  the  children 
attending  the  Barnsley  and  Hemsworth  Occupation  Centres  are  either  accompained  by 
parents  or  a paid  escort.  Any  travelling  expenses  involved  either  by  the  child 
or  parent  are  covered  by  the  Hest  Riding  Coujity  Council.  In  line  with  the 
jiducation  Authority  free  meals  are  provided  where  the  family  income  is  low 
otherxvise  a charge  of  Is.Od.  per  day  is  made  for  the  provision  of  dinner.  No 
financial  assistance  is  given  towards  the  provision  of  clothing.

The  average  daily  attendance  has  been  75^'o,  thero  have  been  3 regular  absentees, 
one  of  whom  has  transferred  now  from  the  Occupation  Centre. 

The  Parents’  Association  has  been  very  active  and  has  raised  money  which  has 
been  spent  on  social  amenities  for  the  Children  and  the  Centre.  Mention  also 
should  be  made  of  the  active  support  given  by  the  Mombvjell  Branch  of  the  Society 
of  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  Rotary  and  the  Church  Movements. 

The  Supervisor  and  the  two  Mursery  Assistants  have  v^orkod  hard  during  the 
year  and  a happy  atmosphere  has  been  achieved  between  the  Staff,  children  and  parents. 

An  outing  to  Mablethorpe  was  enjoyed  in  June,  despite  inclement  weather 
conditions.  Again  the  weather  could  have  marred  the  Open  Day,  which  was  to  have  been 
held  in  the  grounds  of  The  Gables,  but  as  a result  of  hasty  sjcrangements  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  Chapel  Trustees,  the  Concert  was  held  in  a local  Sunday  School 
and  the  ’’Day”  was  saved. 

An  evening  Nativity  Play  and  Christmas  Concert  was  given  by  the  Children  at  a 
local  Chapel,  which  was  well  attended  by  parents  and  friends,  and  the  proceeds  went 
towards  an  excellent  Christmas  Party  for  the  children. 
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GROUP  TRAINING 


Facilities  for  training  adult  mentally  handicapped  who  are  unable  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  are  provided  by  Group  Training  Classes  held  in 
various  parts  of  the  Division,  or  in  case  of  physical  handicap  or  domestic 
commitments  by  home  visits. 

There  are  four  classes,  and  many  of  the  adult  mentally  handicapped  attend 
all  classes  and  are  issued  mth  travel  vouchers.  Classes  are  held  in  the 
following  districts:

In  an  endeavour  to  bring  the  Group  Classes  in  line  with  the  Occupation 
Centres,  a meeting  of  parents  vms  called  in  October  and  as  a result  a Parents* 
Association  vjas  formed  under  the  narae  of  the  West  Riding  Mental  Health 
(Division  No,  25)  Association,  Tho  Association  has  so  far  raised  funds  to 
take  the  adult  mentally  handicapped  who  attend  group  classes  or  who  are  visited 
at  home,  to  a Pantomime  in  the  Early  New  Year. 

Also  in  order  to  further  interest  in  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Group 
Classes  a small  exhibition  of  the  work  done  was  staged  at  the  Divisional  Cffice, 
and  I was  impressed  by  the  support  given,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  was  little  publicity.  The  support  was  such  that  it  is  considered  that  it 
would  be  ?rorthwhile  to  stage  an  Annual  Exhibition  covering  every  aspect  of 
Mental  Health  Work. 

I Tvould  like  to  make  mention  here  of  the  support  given  to  the  Cccupation 
Centre  and  the  Group  Training  Classes  by  the  Parents’  Associations,  the  N.A.M.H. 
of  7,'ombwell  and  Barnsley,  the  Rotary  and  Inner  Wheel  of  Wombwell. 

As  a matter  of  general  interest,  I set  out  on  the  next  page  the  disposal  of 
all  mentally  handicapped  on  the  Supervision  Register  for  the  whole  division. 
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(Provision  has  yet  to  be  made  for  one  girl  under  16  years  of  age  for  training  purposes.)

Luring  the  past  year  12  cases  have  been  admitted  to  Mental  Deficiency 
Hospitals  for  short  stay  periods,  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  facilities 
are  gradually  extending  as  it  is  a great  boon  both  to  the  Local  Authority 
and  the  parents  to  feel  that  short--stay  accommodation  is  available  in 
emergency  or  in  order  to  give  the  parents  a brief  respite. 

Due  to  the  opening  of  the  Children fs  Biental  Deficiency  Hospital  at 
Dronfield,  two  of  the  iirgent  cases  have  been  accommodated,  but  there  are 
still  two  children  avraiting  urgent  accoriimodation,  but  I am  hopeful  that 
the  situation  will  become  easier  during  1959.  The  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  despite  the  still  overcro'wded  conditions  do  their  best  to 
give  every  assistance  in  providing  vacancies.  However,  on  tv;o  occasions 
during  the  year,  due  to  the  impossible  bed  position,  the  Leeds  Regional 
Hospital  Board  have  come  to  the  help  of  the  Division  and  have  offered 
beds  in  their  Region. 

As  a result  of  the  Royal  Commissioners’  Report  many  cases  in  hospitals 
have  been  revieived  and  next  of  kin  were  visited  with  a view  to  obtaining 
their  reaction  to  the  suggestion  that  patients  be  discharged  and  re-admitted 
on  an  ’’informal’'  basis.  Many  regarded  this  step  with  alarm  as  they  felt  the 
patients  needed  supervision  which  they  could  not  provide.  However,  on 
assurance  that  the  patient  vjould  still  rem.ain  in  hospital,  but  on  a purely 
V-'/untco;;'  basis  they  vjere  agreeable  to  the  discharge  of  Order,  So  far  21 
Patients  from  this  division  who  are  in  Mental  Deficiency  Hospitals  have 
been  discharged  and  re-admitted  as  Informal  patients.  The  four  mentally 
handicapped  who  vjere  admitted  permanently  during  the  year  all  were  admitted 
as  inform-al  patients.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v;ere  49  on  the  active  after-care  register, 
and  approximately  258  visits  were  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health  Social 
Worker,  In  addition  to  these  visits,  which  at  times  have  of  necessity  to 
be  lengthy,  there  have  been  many  short  casual  calls  which  are  not  recorded. 

It  would  appear  that  after-care  is  taking  an  increasing  amount  of  time, 
and  mil  become  of  greater  importance  in  Preventive  Medicine  as  the  years 
progress.
